truce o r at least eliminate the Ho ly 
City o f Jerusalem fro m the zo ne o f 
military o peratio ns. 
New fighting had been repo rted

that the Egyptian army resumed 
fighting this mo rning.” 
Back In Haifa fo r a brief sto p 
after his talks with Abdullah, Bern­ 
adette wo uld give no details o n the 
co nference o ther than to say it co n­ 
cerned demiiitarto .ing Jerusalem.

On the eve of the Democratic national « wreentkm. 
with President Truman fig hting for his political life, 
it’s amusing to wonder how thing s mig ht be If he’d 
g uessed the ether way in the spring of 1H5 when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died. 
When Mr Truman had the presidency thrust upon 
him-, be had to choose between being himself and a 
shadow of his predecessor. He chose to be a shadow 
He g uessed that history would judg e him on his merit 
as Mr. Roosevelt's trustee to charg e of the new deal. 
He g uessed wrong . 
Mr. Roosevelt himself knew that the new deal no 
long er was an issue in politics to 1944; he had ceased 
to talk about It then. Mr. Truman, assuming respon­ 
sibility for postwar policy, tried to revive something 
that couldn’t be revived. Nevertheless, in playing his 
role as a shadow president, 1» took his cues from the 
.« » me spokesman for the same blocs which had dicta 
ted public policy uniter Mr. Roosevelt. The unhappy 
result la current to history. 
He knows now that the spokesmen were loyal to 
Mr. Roosevelt, not to the new deal. They were loyal to 
Mr. Roosevelt because he apparently was unbeatable 
at the poll*. In 19« they confirmed what they already 
had g uessed—that Mr. Truman worked no mag ic on 
election day. Thereupon they lost interest to his rode 
as a shadow president. 
Perhaps they remembered what had been revealed 
in 
opinion polls during Mr. Roosevelts lifetime 
—that he, not the new deal, was popular. 
Mr. Trumai, has been faithful to the new deal and 
the new deafens But the new dealers and the Moca 
that went along with it for political 
convenience 
haven t been faithful to Mr. Truman. They have left 
him bolding the bag while they looked after them- 
selves, according to their various views of aelf-preser 
vation.

3.—Micro-wave broadcasting . Te­ 
levision waves, sent throug h the air, 
are picked up and relayed by a ser­ 
ies of special relay stations 
These are really pumping stations, 
probably 30 miles apart, which pusn 
U&e micro-waves from one to the 
other till tftey reach a reg ular tele­ 
vision broadcasting station which 
then sends the show out to its own 
area. 


Co-axial cables for television are 
being laid across the country now.

g ralue may be due to over-sensitrv- 
lty. and it is also sug g ested that 
Mime disturbance of the g lands of 
Internal secretion may play a ro*e 
in producing this disease. 
Vitamin deficiencies have also 
been proposed as a cause. 
Thoroug h Examination 
Sometimes a thoroug h exam mu­ 
tton will reveal the source of toe 
trouble in the individual case ana 
here treatment can fee directed at 
preventing to* recurrent bouts of 
headache altog ether.
